md has seen some of his 
former top advisers and aides 
iccused of advance knowledge 
of the plot or complicity in 
covering it up. 
Speaking with apparent deep 
emotion, Nixon made it clear 
that he was not going to be 
forced out of office by the 
.scandal. 
He led 
into his 
remarks by saying he was not 
going to follow his doctors’ 
orders to slow down and get 
more rest. 
“I feel we have so little time 
in the position we have and so 
viuch to do. At the end of three 
and one-half years, when we 
look back wre don’t want to feel 
that one day we might have 
done something more for peace 
Vn the world,” he said. 
The President said he was 
not trying to appear heroic. He 
said everyone in the White 
House “feels that way.” 
Nixon was applauded en­ 
thusiastically as he delivered 
his impromptu speech. His top 
advisers, including Melvin R. 
Laird and Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr., his chief of staff, 
tv ore broad smiles.

ion County and parts of all 
seven adjacent counties 
Judge S. Hugh Dillin ordered 
busing—without using the term 
—of Indianapolis blacks to 23 
school systems nearby, begin­ 
ning with the new school year 
scarcely six weeks away. 
Dillin warned that if the le 
gislature failed to act reason­ 
ably soon, the court will dese­ 
gregate. 
He emphasized the point by 
ordering an interim desegrega- 
tive transfer of pupils that will 
involve sending about 5,700 
black students from the Indi 
anapolis Public Schools to sys 
terns in the surrounding area- 
some beyond the Indianapolis- 
Marion Couny “Unigov” area 
into Johnson, Hamilton, Han 
cock, Boone, Hendricks, Mor­ 
gan and Shelby Counties 
The transfers, with a couple 
of exceptions, mean the su­ 
burban schools must accept 
black student transferees equal 
to five per cent of the 1972-73 
enrollments of the outlying 
schools. 
Dillin said the Indianapolis 
public school system must pay 
for the transportation and tui 
tions of the transferees to the 
suburbs.

200 games,” the late Bobo 
Newsom used to say, “and 
some guy’ll come up to me and 
say, ‘Hey, I remember you, your 
pitched a no-hitter once..’ Yeah, 
I remember it, too. Got beat in 
10 innings by Boston.” 
One hundred seventy-four no­ 
hitters have been pitched since 
the National and American 
Leagues were established and 
that includes the three turned 
in this season, Ryan’s two and 
the one KC’s Steve Busby 
hurled against Detroit back in 
April. 
“Pitching a no-hitter doesn’t 
automatically make the season 
for you,” says Busby, the 
Royals’ poised., highly intelli­ 
gent 22-year-old 
righthander 
struggling along with a 7-10 
figure now. 
“I remember Bo Belinsky’s 
no-hitter and some of the others 
who pitched no-hitters. That’s 
all many of them, ever did. It 
shows you how much luck is 
involved. I think the majority 
of no-hitters are the result of 
luck. Yes, I consider mine one 
of them.” 
It was Lefty Gomez who 
popularized 'the saying, “I’d 
rather be lucky than good,” 
and if you study the list of 
those who have pitched no­ 
hitters you’ll spot both types.

Perhaps the luckiest of all 
though 
was 
Alva “Bobo” 
Holloman, a husky right-handed 
nothing-baller from Thomaston, 
Ga., who should be pushing 
about 50 now. 
Bobo wasn’t 
the greatest 
pitcher in the world, by any 
means, but what a talker! He 


was so good, he could talk the 
paint off a picture frame, and 
he came close to talking the 
ears off both Bill Veeck and 
Marty Marion back in 1953. 
Veeck was running the St.. 
Louis Browns then and Marion 
was managing them. Holloman 
had 
been 
purchased 
from 
Syracuse for $10,000 down and 
if the Browns kept him after 
June 15 they’d have to shell out 
$25','000 more. 
Marion had made up his 
mind to send him back to the 
minors by May, and that’s 
when Holloman really turned 
on the talk pleading for at least 
one chance to start a ball 
game. 
“Okay,” Marion f i n a l l y 
agreed. “Anything to give my 
ears a rest.” 
Holloman started a game 
against the Philadelphia A’s. 
Everyone expected him to get 
bombed and he did, a l right 
You never saw so many line 
drives in your life, except the 
Browns 
p e r f o r m e d like 
acrobats in the field that night. 
They made one high-wire 
grab after another, catches 
which astounded even them, 
and when, the game was all 
over Holloman had a no-hitter 
in bis first major league start. 
“I’ll never forget that ball 
game if I live to be 90,” says 
Vic Wertz, who played first 
base for 'the Browns that night, 
hardy getting in front of a.

No cousins of Mrs. T. C. Steele have 
been located in Rushville as yet but the 
husband of Frances Whetsell of 1110 
North Perkins was the Bloomington 
physician for Mr. Steele. Mrs. Whetsell 
did not become acquainted with Mr. 
Steele but later was a good friend of his 
second wife and her sister. 
Mrs. Whetsell tells this story of the 
Steeles when they moved to Brown Coun­ 
ty and established the famous studio that 
attracted artists. Mrs. Steele thought it 
would be an excellent idea to have a cow 
so they could have fresh milk. One of the 
neighbors gave them a very fine milk 
cow. After she was milked the first night, 
Mrs. Steele was appalled at the amount 
of milk and asked her husband “What 
in the world should we do with all this 
milk?” Then she thought for a minute 
and added, “You know, I think if we 
would milk her only every other day, it 
would be just about right.” 
Jack Mosley of West Fifth Street, has 
a ten dollar bill that was signed by J. F. 
Lakin and O. Posey and dated the 15th 
day of September 1871. This was issued 
on the first day of the opening of the 
Rush County National Bank. Mr. Mosley 
obtained the bill at the Ted Sweeney 
Auction in Kansas City, Missouri, a year 
and a half ago. Mr. Lakin was the first 
cashier of the Rush County National 
Bank. The bill is U. S. currency and was 
issued when individual banks were per­ 
mitted to sign and issue currency. 
Much additional information has been 
added to the background of the Steeles. 
Mr. Steele was bom near Gosport and by 
the time he was 13, he was winning prizes 
at Indiana fairs for his art work. He and 
his first wife, Mary Elizabeth, met at the 
Waveland Academy, Montgomery Coun­ 
ty. 
After their return from Munich, they 
made their home in Indianapolis and he 
continued his work painting portraits of 
the best known men and women in the 
state, among them Benjamin Harrison, 
Charles Fairbanks, James Whitcomb 
Riley, W. G. Miller, Mrs. May Wright 
Sewall, and Mrs. Catherine Merrill. 
Mary Catherine Steele died in 1899. 
Mr. Steele died in 1926. Much credit must 
be given his second wife for preservin 
the studios where he did his oest wor 
and for transferring to the Indiana De­ 
partment of Conservation the 211 acres 
which surrounded his two studios. This 
was done only with the understanding 
that all his pointings be on display there 
and that a caretaker be on the grounds 
daily the year around. 
The State Memorial now includes a 
Trailside Museum, a historic log cabin, 
which has been restored with furniture 
resembling that owned by Peter Dewar 
who came from Dundee, Scotland, in 
1853. This cabin is a part of the T. C. 
Steele Memorial Park Museum and is at 
the edge of the forest where three trails 
begin. These trails were used by Mr. 
Steele and are now called The Wild 
Flower Trail, the Whippoor-Will Haunt, 
the Pecker-Wood Trail, and the Path of 
Silences.

Three high school football 
champions will be crowned in 
Indiana for the first time this 
year, climaxing years of search 
for a workable plan. 
Stumbling block has always 
been to devise a plan fair to 
all schools, regardless of size. 
Unlike other sports, the ad­ 
vantage in football rests with 
larger schools. Regardless of 
size enrollment, most schools 
can find five boys for basket­ 
ball, enough for a baseball nine, 
or field a golf, track or tennis 
team of championship caliber. 
Modern football calls for of­ 
fensive and defensive eleven 
member teams, plus a large 
bench of reserves. 
It is parodoxical that football 
was the sport leading to for­ 
mation of the Indiana High 
School Athletic Association back 
in 1903. 
The 
IHSAA 
now 
supervises some ten sports, but 
it took 70 years to develop a 
plan to establish a footba’l 
championship playoff. Some 23 
other states have determined 
f o o t b a l l champions under 
various plans, mostly in the 
south where weather permits a 
longer playing season. 
Groundwork was laid last 
year with the adoption of a “no­ 
tie” rule. 
Phil 
N. Eskew, 
Commissioner of the IHSAA told 
me: “The no-tie rule worked 
very well, and I don’t know 
anybody who opposed it. It was 
a success, and we have made 
a couple of minor changes for 
this year.” 
If the -regular playing time 
ends in a tie game, a coin is 
flipped, 
with 
the 
winner 
selecting 
whether 
to 
start 
playing offense or defense in 
the tie breaking plays. Each 
team got the ball on the ten 
yard line with four plays to 
score. Most teams elected to 
defend so they could see how 
many points they would have 
to score to win. and the one 
coin toss decided for all 
required overtime periods. This 
year a new toss will be made 
for each required overtime. 
Also eliminated this year will 
be the point after touchdown in 
the overtimes if it is not needed 
to determine the outcome of the 
game. If the first team had not 
scored and the second had, the 
point after touchdown resulted 
in un necessary risk after the 
game had been decided. 
Eskew said: “ My son. Phil 
Jr., is finishing his medical 
residence in Indianapolis, He 
played football in High School 
and at Depauw and was in­ 
terested in the sport. We read 
over a lot of plans and talked 
over the problems. He worked 
out many of the details of the 
plan during a vacation period.” 
The proposal was submitted 
to schools, modifications made, 
and the final version is 
a 
combination of best features 
from 8 or 10 other states 
adapted to Indiana. Schools are 
divided 
into 
three 
classes 
depending on enrollment. The 
state is then divided into four 
regions for each of the three 
classes, with some 25 to 30 
similar size schools in each of 
the districts. Lake and Porter 
counties have enough large 
schools to rate a single district, 
with a second taking in the 
northern part of the state in­ 
cluding Kokomo and Lafayette. 


Indianapolis and the center 
of the state make up a third, 
with Richmond, New Castle, 
Sehlbvville, Rushville, Franklin 
and all Southern Indiana as the 
fourth. 
Districts 5 through 8 are for 
middle size schools, and the 
boundaries are different, as 
they are for the small schools. 
Each class has four districts 
coveting the state, and winners 
will play on November 10 in 
the first round elimination. 
Each of the three champions 
will be decided by three games 
p’ayed on November 16, the 
week before the traditional 
P u r d u e Indiana University 
game. 
Eskew said: “This is the only 
sport which we supervise where 
we will have classes. It would 
be suicide to put a team from 
a real small school against one 
from a school with a large 
enrollment, There are about 325 
high schools playing football, 
and we divided them into 
classes of about 107 each, 
d e p e n d i n g 
upon 
male 
enrollment in the 10th 11th and 
12 grades.” 
Females were not counted to 
compensate for all-male schools 
freshmen excluded for systems 
with junior high schools. Male 
enrollment of over 501 places 
the school in AAA competition; 
251 to 500 are AA; and under 
250 play in class A. 
Each team plays its regular 
season, receiving points for 
each win depending upon the 
class of the opponent. You get 
more points for beating a larger 
opponent and less for a win 
against a smaller school. To 
encourage a full season of play, 
total points are divided by 9 
or 10, depending upon the 
number of games played, but 
never less than 9. A tie in your 
district and you have defeated 
the other school, you represent 
the district in the play-offs. If 
the two teams have not met, 
opponents’ 
r e c o r d s are 
examined first for points, and 
next for wins. A coin toss is 
the last result. It should work.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
“Thou Shalt Not Steal” 
Has Many Implications

The Sunday School Lesson for 
luly 22 is entitled, “ Proper 
Regard for Ownership.” Exodus 
20:15; Amos 8:4-6; Luke 19:1-10.

The commandment which we 
study today, “Thou shall not 
ateal,” had a plain and well 
understood meaning to the Jews 
for whom it was promulgated. 
As a primitive people whose 
property consisted of flocks and 
tents 
or 
houses 
and 
crops, 
stealing was the simple act of 
taking something a man had 
created by his 
own labor. 
Respect for private property, 
therefore, was simply an ex­ 
tension of respect for the in­ 
dividual. 


Amos and Larcent 
But by the time of Amos, 
larceny 
had 
become 
more 
sophisticated. 
In 
the 
city 
markets, merchants often used 
fraudulent weights and scales; 
many lived for nothing but their 
own gain . In the passages from 
Amos which we study today the 
prophet, 
who 
had 
a 
strong 
social 
conscience, 
denounced 
these men in harsh terms. And 
he 
warned of retribution 
to 
come: “The Lord has sworn by 
the pride of Jocob: Surely 1 
will never forget any of their 
deeds.” 
“Thou shall not steal” has 
many more implications for our 
h i g h l y 
ramified 
economic 
society today than it had for 
the simple Jewish peasants and 
herdsmen. 
If it 
meant only 
refraining from larceny it would 
be easy enough for most of us 
to follow. Probably few readers 
of this column have ever in 
their adult lives maliciously and 
with 
intent 
committed 
this 
crime. But it is very easy today 
to become involved in practices 
which 
indirectly 
exploit 
someone else, a person who 
might be so far removed from 
us by a chain of circumstances 
that 
we 
tend 
to 
feel 
no 
responsibility for him. During 
the 
industrialization 
of 
this 
nation in the late nineteenth 
century, 
exploitation 
by 
big 


jus incss 
was 
much 
more 
common that it is today. Some 
ousinesses conspited with each 
other to drive up prices. Stock 
m a r k e t speculators rigged 


markets and made fortunes for 
themselves while ruining others. 
Industrial workers were often 
paid so little that their labor 
could be said to have been 
stolen from them. 


The Coming Of Reform 
The Populist and Progressive 
movements led by such men as 
W i l l i a m 
Jennings 
Bryan, 
T h e o d o r e 
Roosevelt, 
and 
Woodrow Wilson rectified many 
of these; evils. As a result of 
these 
movements 
and 
many 
aspects of the New Deal we 
live in a far more just society 
than that of the late nineteenth 
century. Yet it still has ex­ 
ploitative aspects, and despite 
all of our vaunted, economic 
p r o g r e s s 
twenty 
million 
Americans still live in poverty. 
What should be the reaction of 
the Christian to this situation 
who takes seriously the full 
implications 
of 
the 
Eighth 
Comandment? 
S h o u l d 
he 
accept the status quo without 
protest, should he try to reform 
it, or should he try to overthrow 
it? 
The choice of reactions by 
Christians against the injustices 
of our own day is a hard one 
if only because we are so deeply 
involved in our own system that 
we tend to take its shortcomings 
a‘ natural and inevitable. The 
choice is rendered difficult also 
because society in the western 
nations .is’ probably the most 
equitable in the world and is 
much improved over what it 
was in the past. Most of us 
are aware of the times we have 
at least tacitly benefited from 
some 
of the 
more 
unlovely 
aspects of our environment. 
Some of the young people who 
feel the shortcomings' of our 
society 
most 
keenly 
un 
fortunately take the road to 
s o c i a l i s m 
or 
revolution. 
Theoretically, socialism should 
eradicate' 
poverty, 
but 
in 
practice, It does not. It just 
spreads 
it 
around. 
And the 
a tempi to enforce the harsh 
commands of the socialist state 
erodes 
political 
rights 
and 
leaves most people except the 
party leaders more miserable 
than they were before. 
Christians And Reform 
The best choice by far is the 
rhoPe of of reform.

“Anytime a platitude that has 
achieved a viable and ongoing 
place in the language loses its 
mealing the ability of people to 
communicate with each other is 
impaired. 
Something We Don’t Need 
“And if there is anything we 
don't need at this point in time 
it is a widening of the commu­ 
nication gap.” 
I asked Chestnut whether 
there had been any recent 
additions to the endangered 
cliche list. 
“There certainly has,” he 
replied. '‘You yourself have 
noted that the phrase ‘sound as 
a dolar,* which is one of 
America’s 
all-time 
favorite 
commonplaces, now has a 
hollow ring. 
“It definitely is in danger of 
being driven into oblivion by 
currency devaluations and in­ 
ternational money speculators. 
“And much the same thing is 
happening to ‘chickeiifeed.”' 
“Chickenfeed!” I exclaimed. 
“You mean like when you want 
to describe a sum of money as 
piddling or paltry you say It's 
only chickenfeed ? * * * 
“Exactly,'1 Chestnut said. “If 
something isn't done soon that 
cliche will become extinct, and 
we win be losing one of the real 
workhorses of the English 
language.”

The former convict, Leonard 
W. Freeman, 28, led police on a 
200-mile chase across south 
Texas Thursday before he 
surrendered at a roadblock 40 
miles southwest of San Antonio. 
Winston Wiley, a service 
station operator at Charlotte, 
said a small red sports car 
almost ran a car—carrying 
Deputy Louis Garza and his 
wife Elida, 28—off the road, 
and Garza stopped the sports 
car. The driver produced a gun, 
disarmed Garza and got into 
the patrol car with him, Wiley 
said.“Mrs. Garza apparently was 
forced to drive the sports car 
behind the patrol car through, 
fear of her husband’s life,” the 
Department of Public Safety 
(DPS) said. “Wiley caHed the 
police and the search was on.” 
Garza and his wife were
